$6,597,560, DO, 60,490 Eagles, aggregating the sum of $604,900 - ; DO, 197,990 Half Eagles, 
aggregating $989,950 - ; DO, 384,240 Quarter Eagles, ag’ $960,600 - ; DO, 26,010 Three Dollar 
pieces, ag’ $78,030 - ; and, 1. 762,936 Gold Dollars, corroborating the correctives of the report 
referred to in the letter of the Director of the Mint, of the 4th inst. 


The enclosed schedule will show the monthly Gold coinage in value, and in the number 
of pieces for the Calendar Year 1856.
